• TASI closed 0.1% higher at 8,063 while NOMU gained 1.7% at 5,364 
on Thursday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 5.0bn and averaged 
SAR 2.8bn over the last 30 days. The five most active stocks (by 
value) in TASI accounted for 65.1% of the daily traded value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets ended 0.4% higher on Friday, trading at P/E 
(TTM) of 14.6x vs.20.7x for TASI. 

• Banks gained 0.6% while Materials decreased 0.4%. Telecom closed 
0.4% lower. Health Care Equipment and Banks (both up 0.6%) were 
the best performing sectors. Among stocks, Raydan Food Co 
(9506/RAYDAN AB), Middle East Healthcare (4009/MEH AB), and Al- 
Baha Investment & Development Co. (4130/ABDICO AB) led the 
gainers. 

• KSA’s Ministry of Commerce and Investment issued 98 steel export 
licenses and 60 cement export licenses since the approval of the 
updated exports regulations. The Ministry has issued one cement 
export license and two steel licenses year-to-date (YTD). (Source:

• The Saudi Arabian General Investment Authority (SAGIA) inked five 
MoUs with leading international petrochemicals companies of SAR 
7.5bn (USD 2.0bn). The MoUs aim to attract more qualitative 
investments, in line with the country’s industrial strategy. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• Al Moammar Information Systems Co. (7200/MIS AB) signed a MoU 
with Egypt-based Fingerprint Consultancy and partners, to conduct a 
feasibility study on acquiring 75% of the company. (Source: Argaam) 

• Al-Samaani Factory For Metal Industries Co.’s (9504/ALSAMAAN AB) 
BoD recommended a 66.7% capital hike to SAR 25mn (USD 6.7mn) 
from SAR 15mn (USD 4.0mn) through issuance of bonus shares. The 
capital hike aims to boost the company’s capital base, to support 
future growth and expansions, and maintain its solvency. (Source:

• Al-Babtain Power and Telecommunication Co.’s (2320/ALBABTAI 
AB) BoD recommended a cash dividend of SAR 0.5 per share for 
9M19, implying a full-year yield of 2.7%.
